Nsw YORK, Sept. 28.— The West In- 


dian hurricane is making its way steadily 
in this direction. It is traveling slowly 
in a Dorthwstorly direction with a. 
rotary motion describing a circle of 
abont 3,000 miles in diameter. 


Speaking of the storm, Weather Fore- 


caster Donn said: "We 'shall soon bo- 
gin to feel the storm hare. The rainfall 
attending tho storm is the heaviest ever 
known on the ooast. The rain area has 
reached as far north aa Virginia. The 
Cape Hatteras wire* ' are down. I do 
not think, however, that we shall get 
the foil violence of the storm here and 
do not anticipate anything so tovere as 
they am having down south. If the 
storm continues in its coarse we may 
get only its western', edge. 


"Reports received at this offloe tell of 


terrific seas running all along the ooast. 
The wind is blowing from GO to 70 miles 
an hour. When the storm reach** b«re 
it will probably last two or three days. 
Captain* of outgoing ateanwn have 
been in communication with our office 
for the past 24 hoars asking abont the 
storm. Th« Clyde line steamers are be- 
ing held till the storm passes. Steam- 
ers coming from the other, aide may 
strike the hurricane." 


Steamer Eldorado, Captain 'Percy, of 


the Morgan line; reports that the hurri- 
cane struck her la«t Sunday , when she 
was off the Florida Keys. The -wind. 
was southeast aud blew with tremend- 
ous force. Nothing conld be seen on ac- 
count of the density of the storm, and 
Captain Percy prudently hauled his ship 
offshore to avoid disaster. The wind 
blew at the rate of shoos .50 miles au 
hour and piled Tip a heavy. :beam sea. 
The steamer jEldorado, which is a very 
reliable vessel, was 12 hours late reach- 
ing port Captain Percy s»ys he thinks 
the gale is veering to the northeast- and 
it is probable that New York will escape 
the worst part of it.

Many people are very fond of an- 


gling, but unless one makes a study 
of the SL bjecfc.he iu apt to come horn* 
after-an all day's fishing excursion 
without a single member of the finny 
tribe to, show for his paine. Vor the 
nso s° i lie occasional fisher, who ia 
Dot enough interested to pore over a 
book on the subject, but who enjoys 
baudliui; a rod onco in awhile as ha 
would handling a bat or an oar, the 
following suggestions are made: 


•itemember that when you are fish- 


ing you are dealing with quick, sensi- 
tive, knowing creatures, and that 
you will often have to exercise yonr 
brains to outwit them. How many 
times have I seen a young fisherman 
eit patiently for hours waiting for a 
bite,-with no one but himsdlf to 
blame far his long vigil! He lias 
placed himself in sucn a position 
that hie; shadow falls: upon the wa- 
ter, aud of course the motion of the 
shadow frightens the fish away. A 
deep pciol shaded by trees from the 
bank .in an excellent spot, for this 
shade ifi familiar to the fish. 


As I raid, before, fish are knowing 


little creatures, and if your hook is 
not baited in snoh a manner that the 
bait looks natural aud alive, they are 
suspicious cf it, and only the most 
daring or the hungriest will venture 
to bite. 


As to bait, the ordinary angler will 


use either worms or bait fish. Select 
your bait in proportion to the size of 
your hook. - A worm which just cov- 
ers a hook is much better than one 
that has to be gathered to go on. In- 
sert the point of the hook about a 
quarter of an inch from the head of 
the worm, press the worm onto the 
hook and not the hookinto the worm. 
Make the bait coyer the hook as well 
and smoothly as possible or the fish 
will detect the imposition you are 
practicing upon them. The hook 
should be inserted in the mouth of 
the bait fish and the point pushed to- 
ward its tail. It is a very good plan 
to scatter some bait of inferior qual- 
ity oc top of the water to attract fish 
of all. kinds. Allow this to remain 
undisturbed for awhile, and then 
after the fish- have gathered gently 
drop your hook into the water, bait- 
ed with superior bait, and the fish 
will immediately recognize it and 
fight for the morsel. 


If you are angling in running wa- 


ter, remember that fish always lie 
with their heads up stream waiting 
for food to float to them in the cur- 
rent. It is much easier to pull a fish 
down stream than up. 


If you are fortunate enough to 


possess a rod and reel, remember that 
the lino should never' be allowed to 
remain on tbe reel when wet, as it 
will rot. A good plan is to twist 
your line around the back of a com- 
mon wooden chair until' dry aud 
then pass it through, a piece of oiled 
leather held between the thumb and 
forefinger. A line 30 or 40 yards long 
is generally found ample for ordina- 
ry purposes.—Philadelphia Press.
